further notico, caused us to summon 
an immediate meeting of directors, 
The meeting took pluce on’ Satur- 

the © 22nd inst, at the 
head office of the company 
in Hongkong. At that meeting I 
moved a resolution, which was 
unanimously adopted, pointing out 
that we cannot be justly asked to 
coinply with such a demand, and that 
to do so would be unfair to our share- 
holders who invested their money 

’ because of the constitution of the 
company and the concession which 
had been.granted to it by the Canton 
Goverument, That resolution is the 


spite of the Canton Authorities con- 
tinvally applying to the company for
